Charles A. Walsh of Iowa held an extended 
conference with President West and other 
officers of the Kansas Oil Producers’ associa- 
tion today concerning legislation enacted by 
Kansas. While neither’ Walsh nor West 
would discuss their conference it is knowp 
that lowa is one of seventeen states which 
wired for a copy of the state refinery laws 
passed by the Kanas legislature: Democrats

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 28.~The story of 
“ bloody Sunday " in St. Petersburg has been 
told many. times during the last week. But 
in the heat of the exciting moment the news- 
paper correspondents here—as they now pri- 
vately ecknowledge—greatly overdrew their 
pictures. The day was a historical one. The 
truth ought to be told about it. So, at the 
risk of wearisome repetition, it seems worth 
while once more to go over the happenings 
of that day, eliminating so far as possibie , 
ali exaggeration and saving only the facts. 

It was acon a coid in this city the night 
of Jan, 21 Nevertheless, in many places 
and collected in crowds to pass in singing, 
shouting, and stamping the long dark hours 
ot/a subarctic winter night. 

‘The light which broke before 8 o'clock dis- 
covered the troops, who had bivovacked all 
night in the snow before the winter palace 
with stacked arms, and behind triple rows 
of sentries, comfortable in their gray great- 
coats and réjoicing in the memory of an un- 
usually complete breakfast.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 19.—An eye wit- 
ness of Sergius’ death gives the first accurate 
detailed story of the tragedy in the Kremlin 

last Friday afternoon. He says: 

“The senate square was deserted and dis- 
mal when I entered it shortly before 8 o'clock, 
The snow was tarnished, weather unpleas- 
ant, and the men were engaged in scraping 
the ice from the footpath. I noticed nothing 
particular, not even the grand ducal car- 
riage, which must have rolled past me, until 
all at once I was deafened and dazed by a 


terrific explosion. 


“ The effect of the concussion on me was 
only momentary, and I was then conscious 
of a yellowish column of smoke rising from 
the stré¢et, while I heard the gash of falling 


glass near the arsenal,

They continued to 
ehell portions of the Japanese line on Friday. 
On the same day they essayed a small in- 
fantry attack, but were repulsed.

The 
place where the seizure was made is not 
stated. 

CALLS STOERSSEL A COWARD. 

Victoria, B. C., Feb. 19.—Aboard the steam- 
er Tartar, which arrived today, were Lieuts. 
Below and Bondy, officers. of the Russian 
cruiser Sevastopol, captured at the fall of 
Port Arthur. They were released by the Jap- 
anese after giving their parole. The captain 
of the Sevastopol and a number of other pris- 
onefs recently released are expected to reacb 
San Francisco shortly. 

Lieut. Below characterizes Gen. Stoessel as 
a coward. “ The world will know Stodssel 
as he is,” said Below. “ He is a coward. 
Stoessel was burrowed a great deal of the 
time in a cave. The real heroine was Mme. 
Zouhoneli,’ who, when her husband 
killed, took command of a battery of three 
eleven-inch guns at a point commanding the 
water supply and held them until she was 
also killed. The garrison was deceived by 
false reports of the approach of Kouropat- 
kin’s army and the Baltic fleet.”

The naval officers had no criticism of Gen. 
Stoessel or the conduct of the defense of Port 
Arthur beyond the fact that the Russian 
fleet was undermanned and hed not a suf™fi-' 
cient supply of ammunition when the war 
began. Port Arthur, they said, would have 
fallen the latter part of August had it not 
beeitfor the strengthening of the land forces 
with guns and men from the fleet. 

Says Stoessel Was Brave. 
“ Gen. Stoessel,”’ said Capt. von Essen, “ is 

a brave soldier, a great general, and a true 


patriot. He held to the last minute. He had } 


plenty of ammunition certainly, but I never 
heard of an army which could live on ammu- 


nition. Lack of food was the main reason | 


for the surrender. There were not more than 


-10,000 able bodied soldiers in the garrison 


when it was surrendered.” 

According to the.statements of.the officers 
but little food was carried through the block- 
ade by junks. 

The Russian officers will leave for New 
York in a few days, from which place they 
will report to the Russian ambassador at 
Washington. 

They speak in the highest terms of the 
treatment accorded them by the Japanese. 

None would express any opinion of the 
Russian domestic conditions, but they were 
hopeful that the war would have a success- 


ful ending.

Baron Schlippenbach and Prince Enga- 
litcheff Attend Mass at the Russian 
Church in Memory of Sergius. 


Elaborate memorial services in honor of 
the assassinated Grand Duke Sergius were 
celebrated at the Russian Orthodox church, 
North Leavitt street and Haddon avenue, 
yesterday morning. 

Baron Schlippenbach, the Russian consul, 
and Vice Consul Prince Engalitcheff occupied 
the space reserved for persons of high rank. 
Baron Schlippenbach wore his full consular 
-uniform. with a number of royal decorations 
displayed on his breast. 

When that part of the service was reached 


in which special prayers were chanted for | 


the repose of the soul of Grand Duke Sergius 
the priest and all in the congregation re- 
mained on their knees for thirty minutes. At 
other times all stood, as there are no seats 
in the church. 

The services were conducted in the Slavic 
language. The regular high mass first was 
sung, followed by the requiem prescribed by - 
the Russian holy synod in memory of the 
dead. 

In. a short sermon in Russian the Rev. Jonn 
A. Kochuroff urged the worshipers to pray 
for the soul of Sergius, who, he said, was 
siain by an anarchist. He blamed the Amer- 
ican people for showing eympathy with the 
Russian revolutionists, of whose class, he 
declared, was the murderer of President Mc- 
Kinley. They are not heroes, he said, bur 
assassins and disturbers of public order, and 
sooner or later the Russian government will 
exterminate them. 

The ancient custom of the mourning feast 
given by the relatives of the dead was sym- 
bolized in a dish filled with boiled rice and 
raisins, which stood on a table in the center 
of the church. Each worshiper partook of 
the rice with a wish that the future life of 
the grand duke may be as sweet as the taste 
of the rice and raisins. 

The services closed with a scattering of in- 
cense smoke through the church by the 
priest, followed by the kissing of the cross 
and the priest’s hand by the worshipers,

Deserted Since Fire Two Years Ago. 


The building was a three story structure of 
brick and wood. At the time of the fire 
which almost destroyed it two years ago it 
was occupied by Raymond Cardona, the 
owner, as a bed factory. Since then it has 
been deserted. 

When the accident happened, among Gold 
berg’s companions were Willie and George 
Kelly, 75 Hastings street. The timber sud- 
denly bent with a creaking sound which 
drove the boys, all except Goldberg, to the 
alley in the rear. The building swayed, and 
this was seen by Mrs. Kelly. She ran to the 
place, seized her two sons by the arms, and. 
ran with them just as the structure fell with 
a crash. While running from the place she 
was struck by a flying board, which knocked 
her down. 

When it was learned, two hours later, that 
Goldberg had not esca a call for assist- 
ance was sent to the fire department and a 
hook and ladder company pulled away the 
wreckage and found the body.

FIGHT FOR MATADOR; 


_ INJURIES WILL RETIRE HIM. 


Rafael Arana Gored in Combat with Bull 
at El Paso—Americans Viewing the 
Sport for First Time Are Sickened. . 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 19.—{Special.]—Rafael 
Arana, known as Joarana Chico, met with in- 
juries in the ‘bull ring today that will retire 
him for fe. He sustained a broken leg, his 
spine was fractured, and his side was gored. - 

The fight was under the management of 
Felix Robert, a French matador, who himself 
dispatched two of the six bulls killed, all 
wild animals from the ranch of Don Luis 
Terrazas, governor of Chihuahua. 

It was the fifth bull that caused the excite- 
ment. “ Chico” tipped his cap, received the 
plaudits of the crowd, tested his steel rapier, 
waved the red flag, and went at the bull in the 
midst of cheers that fairly shook the 
amphitheater. He had been heralded as one 
of Spain’s most noted matadors, 

Scarcely had he made the death plunge 
at the bull when the infuriatedanimal “ side 
stepped,”’ quickly charged and caught him on 
its horns. Rushing about the ring, bellowing 
and pawing with rage, the ahimal first tossed 
him to the right and then to the left, and | 
finally crushed him against the walls. A 
panic ensued, only the gendarmerie avoiding 


‘a rush that might have injured many. 


It was a fight that satisfied and sickened 
many Americans, who were having their 
first look at the Mexican national sport.

Presbyterianism he left the Swiss view. 
When he wrote a book he called it “ Cath- 
clic Dogma the Antidote of Doubt/’ Bish- 
op MeLaren was an Anglican Catholic and 
not an Anglican Protestant. He did not 
go to Rome but he bade farewell to Geneva. 
When he became bishop, however, he 
looked at the internal dissensions of his 
diocese from the standpoint of the man 
who was responsible for its whole welfare. 
“ Neither Catholic nor Puritan,” he said 
later, “ has been driven from the field, and 
the end is not yet.” The ex-Presbyterian 
was, therefore, called upon to be in fact, it 
not in name, a moderator. How well he 
moderated, how well he assuaged, can be 
easily seen when the state of the diocese 
thirty years ago is compared with its state 
today. 
In another matter the masterful person- 
ality of the lamented bishop had equally 
important consequences, When the cathe- 
dral church of his diocese was deserted by 
wealth, learning, and fashion and surren- 
dered, together with the whole neighbor- 
hood in which it is situated, to a class of

A movement is on foot in England which is 
of interest to every one of the great naval 
powers.of the world. itis for the purpose of 
increasing the salary of the first sea lord of 
the admiraity, Sir “Jacky” Fisher. The 
first lord of the admiralty is invariably a 
civillan and a member of the cabinet, and in 
the present instance the office is filled by the 
Parl Selbourne, son-in-law of the late mar- 
quis of Salisbury, and who is sensible enough 
to realize that he knows little about naval 
matters and to defer in everything to the ad- 
vice of his professional advisers. The latter 
consist of a first, second, third, and fourth 
sea lords, all of them naval officers, and of a 
civil lord, who happens to be Arthur Lee, 
formerly military attaché of the British em- 
bessy at Washington and to Miss 
Ruth Moore of New York. 

The first sea lord, who, unlike his civilian 
colleagues, holds his office irrespective of 
changes of the cabinet for a term of years, is 
to all intents and purposes the chief of staff 
of the navy and its commanderinchief. Dur- 
ing the relatively short time that Admiral Sir 
John Fisher has had the place, he has, by 
putting out of commission no less than 130

FIND PERIL IN CITY WATER. 


Health Bulletin Says Condition of Un- 
precedented Purity Shows «a 
Change in Lake View. 


After a period of unprecedented purity of 
the public water supply from all sources— 
fully shown by the vanishing death rate of 


typhoid fever—evidences of sewage con- 
tamination 


were found in the Lake View 
supply toward the close of the week, accord- 
ing to the health department's weekly bulle- 
tin, which continues: 

“The cause was not far to seek. Pending 
the legally interrupted completion of the 
north shore intercepting sewer system all 
the sewage of that territory east of Clark 
street is pumped into the lake at the foot of
